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17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior und/or exterior) 
This house has a four-bay facade and a central entry enclosed by a 
modern porch. The raised foundation is made up of irregular-sized 
brick. Windows are fitted with 2-over-2 sash. Overhangs are found 
at the second story and at the gable ends; small brick chimneys are 
located towards either end of the roof. Most detailing is obscured 
by modern asphalt siding. 


DESCRIPTION (Continued) 


Although most of the house's exterior detail is obscured by modern 
siding, the presence of hewn overhangs supports a pre-1800 date of 
construction. However, the relatively uncommon four-bay facade is 
an anomaly, and the small twin chimneys are certainly a later 
alteration. Brick foundations are extremely rare in 18th century 
houses, and decorative irregular bricks even more so; the most likely 
explanation is that this was an early house that was moved and recon- 
figured some time in the middle or late 19th century. In the Vic- 
torian era, this area was owned by industrialists J.T. Hart and 
Ralph A. Wooding; it appears that this property was owned by Hart. 
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
